School Committee 


VOTES 


FOR NEW 
HIGH SCHOOL 


‘The School Committee. after three 
years of discussion, decided last 
‘Thursday evening that they want to 
have a new High School, rather than 
build an addition to the present High 
School building 

To put their decision into action took 
several motions, as they first had to 
rescind (heir decision of last January 
to add to the existing High School 

‘The new decision came after Al Lan- 
ni, school committee member, asked 
to reconsider the January decision. 

Lani said that if a new high school 
is built the present school would then 
be an intermediate school and with fa- 


oilities-as-they are,-he felt that the 
bok fad in an intermediate level 
could be inded. This would eli- 
minate tions being built to the 
present intermediate schools, and 
would also eliminate the building of 
a new elementary school, because the 
resent intermediate schools could 
turned into elementary schools, 

Lanni felt that the new building 
would satisfy 20 years growth re- 
quirement in the elementary system 
based on ‘the projected population 
growth, and would be the least ex- 
pensive way for the town to meet the 
educational requirements for the 
children, 

Lanni also stated that the new build- 
ing program would make available 
classrooms for kindergarten classes 
when this program is instituted. 

John Brooks, chairman of the School 
Committee, ed the idea of a new 
school, and favored the addition to 
the present structure. 

Brooks was in favor of building at 
the elementary level. He thought it 
would cost the town less mot 

Brooks said that the town should be 
told the entire story, not just the 
building of a new school, or an ad- 
dition to the present high school. 

Lanni had estimated his costs at $30 
‘a square foot, a figure which Brooks 
felt to be too low. Brooks had with 
him costs on schools currently being 
built in Massachusetts, with figures 
ranging from $34 to $40 a square foot. 

to be added to this, he told the com- 
mittee, would be the expenses of bus- 
sing, which would increase, and the 
costs of new road construction. 

John Miller, of the Hill Associates, 
Camgridge Planning Consultants who 
have been making a study of the fu- 
ture school needs of Wilmington for 
the School Committee felt that, with 
all things considered, the town should 
‘ideally’ go for a new High School 

After a discussion of several hours 
a motion to add to the present High 
School was defeated $2. Barbara 
Hooper, Al Lanni and Diane Imbim- 
bo voted against the Addition. John 
Brooks and Walter McNamara voted 
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for it. 

After the decision the school com- 
mittee voted. to instruct the Perma- 
nent Building Committee to go ahead 
and make provisions for plans, and 
to call for a Special Town Meeting. 
The PBC was also instructed to | 
for sites for the new High School. 


Grade ization Changed 

‘The School Committee voted to re- 
seind the present grade structure of 
the Wilmington Schools (5-3-4) and 
adopt a grade structure for the future 
which would be Grades 1 to 6 in ele- 
mentary classes, Grades 7 & 8 in In- 
termediate. and Grades 9-12 in High 
School. This become effective Sept- 
ember 1970. 

Kindergartens will be added as they 
are adopted in to the school system. 

The committee then went into an 
executive session.

SERVES WITH NEW BOMBER 


Technical Sergeant Arthur L. Brown. 
son of Mr and Mrs Ernest Brown of 
52 Loawrence Street is a first sér- 
geant with the first Strategic Air 
Command (SAC) unit to receive the 
new FB-I11A strategic bomber. 

The 340th Bomb C ip. based at 
Carswell AFB in Texws. provides 
maintenance and combat training for 
support personnel. and the aircraft 
crews who will’ fly the dual seat 
supersonic aircraft when it becomes 
a part of the SAC deterrent force 

Simulated and actual flight training 
is accomplised at Carswell and the 
maintenance personnel receive in- 
struction on compnents. such as the 
bobmer’s new Mark IIB Navigation 
Bombing equipment and the highly 
sophistticated Terrain Following Ra- 
dar System. The latter permits the 
aircraft to approach targets at a level 
which eludes detection by any known 
radar.

The Town Counsel. Alan Altman. 

and the former Town Counsel. Philip 
Buzzell. have been given the problem 
of attempting to solve. to everyone's 
satisfaction. an error which has led 
to a block of the building of houses 
‘on two lots of land. off Shawsheen 
Avenue. 
LThe land is owned by the Jackson 
Brothers. and is a part of their latest 
development. near the Shawsheen 
River. 2.1 acres were set aside. dur- 
ing the talks with the Planning Board 
leading to approval of their plan. The 
2.1 acres was to be taken from two 
lots. each of which were in the neigh- 
borhood of 85.000 square feet. and 
two lots of land would result with 
about 45,000 square feet. Some of 
the land came from other lots. which 
were not to be cut down below the 
60.000 square feet minimum for 
rural zones. 

Because the two lots had less than 
60.000 feet: there had to be a hearing 
before the Board of Appeals, and that 
board denied the right to build. to the 
Jackson Brothers: That left them with 
2 perfectly useless lots of land. and 
because of the way that the law is 
written. they had to sue the Board of 
Appeals within 20 days, which they 
promptly did. 

Tuesday night. in the Planning Board 
meeting the three Jackson Brothers 
ied to solve the problem with that

HILLER HOUSE 


for some years prior to its 
moving to its present location 
this building had been an 
apartment building - but back 
before 1900 it was the home of 
Mrs, Dr. France B. tiiller, one 
of the most eccentric women to 
live during the nineteenth 
century. 

Not much is left of the 
building as it was in her day. 
The ceilings in the first 
floor have all been lowered, 
but in the second floor they 
renain. One cm see, upstairs, 
the careful plaster-work 


from which hung the chande- 
liers and gas-lights which 
were the original lighting 
source of the building. The 
gas lights, incidently, were 
from gas manufactured in back 
the house, believed to be the 
first house in Middlesex Coun- 
lty to be lit by gas. 


Still to be seen are the 
carved wainscoatings around 
the doors and windows, but no 
sign of the gold remains, 
with which the carvings were 
ipainted. It is belfeved that 
the gold is still there, under 
the preset paint. é 

Gone are the murals that once 
decorated the front room, It 
is now a lawyer's office. Gone 
too, from the same room, is 
the mirror that was once on 
the ceiling, and which mrs. 
Hiller used to see how she 
would Jook,.in her funeral 
dregs, “laying in her coffin. 

It was from this room that 
Mrs. Hiller, a doctor in her 
own right ( as was her husband 
Dr Henry Willer ) was carried 
on her last journey to’ the 
Wildwood cemetery, with eight 
husky gentlemen as her pall 
bearers. 

The men had to be husky, to 
handle the massive casket. On- 
ly one lives today, Herbert C. 
Barrows, Wilmington’ s Number 
‘One Citizen, now im a Reading 
“Rest Home, 

“they carried Mrs. tiller out 
‘through a window - they just 
couldn’ t get the casket out of 
the building any other way, 

and William Henry Carter II, 
it is said, temporarily rested 
his top hat on the coffin 
iwhile he helped to pass it out 
- and then wondered for the 
rest of his days if he had 
committed a sacrilege by rest- 
ing his hat on top of the dead

her Caskets 

Her caskets, of course, were 
her chief claim to fame. They 
were nade, each out of a-solid 
piece of mohogany, by ® Scots- 
man named MacGregor, and he 
took ten years to do the work. 
Fach was valued at $10,000, 
and was carved with a combi- 


nation 67 Biblical scenes ‘md 
scenes from Wilmington, 

Mrs Hiller reclaimed the en- 
tire cost of making the cas- 
kets, by exhibiting them in 
ahall in Boston, at 10¢ @ 
look. 

Her Alligators 
Among her eccentricities was 
the keeping of pet alligators. 
She had @ pool in back, for 
her pets. The balustrade, for 
the stairway, carved by Mac- 
Gregor, was one piece of moho- 
emy, which ended, at the bot- 
tom, with a six foot alligator 
whose tail reached up to sup- 
port the chandelier. 
Her Chord: Support 

In her day Mrs. Hiller was a 
member of the Congregational 
Church, and helped that church 
Later, when the Methodist 
Church was orgmized, she made 


substantial contributions to- 
wards its first building. In 
her last marriage, to Henry 


Wilmington, Mass. 


e famed Hiller Caskets. 


Surrette ( it was he who 
changed his name ) she became 
a Communicant of the New St. 
Thomas church, and contributed 
greatly to that church, as 
well. 

The writer has al ways cl aimed 
that the first Jews got to 
Wilmington too Late! 

Some other Activities 

Mrs Hiller created a cran- 
berry bog, out of some land in 
back of her home - now the (w- 
tary Park. The people of Mil- 
mington predicted that this 
time she would lose money, for 
the Cranberry Blight had been 
«in Wilmington, and cranberries 
wouldn®t Vive. But hers did, 
and she made money. She would 
sit under a huge umbrella and 
watch people working in her 
cranberry bog. There are peo- 
‘ple today who -can remember her 
doing this. 

Her honeymoon with her third 
husband was another event, one 
that was almost eafth-sh aking, 
for-ithwent around the world, 
and lasted three years. Three 
months were spent in the moun- 


tains of Colorady, ad similar 
lengths of time in other pla- 
ces of beauty. 

She only admitted to two 
husbands, but tlenry Surrette 
was her third. Likewise it is 
to be believed that she had 
falsified her age by ten years 
when she married Dr. tiller, 
in London, fngland. She aimit- 
ted to an age of 49 when she 
became the bride of tienry 
(Surrette) Hiller, and her 
bridegroom was in his early 
Ms. 


After their honeymoon was ov- 
er mrs. Hiller built the pre- 
sent Bedell Insurance Building 
as an office for her husband. 
flere he entertained his cro~ 
nies and practised at selling 
real estate. 


Henry. Surrette, afew years 
previously had seen Wilmington 
for the first time when he 
drove, barefoot, a herd of 
cattle from New Hampshire to 
the Brighton abbatoir. Mrs. 
uiller; at tte time of their 
marriage, had him register his 
business as ‘gentleman’ and 


announced that he was going to 
go to jarvard He never did, 

She rarely practiced medicine 
herself, but there are, in the 
tom records, receipted bills 
she submitted, for caring for 
the indigent and poor, at the 
Tow Farm - now the Veterans 
Memorial Park. 

In her last yeafs she was a 
terrible shadow of her former 
self ~ alcoholic md. drug-rid- 
den. Dr, paniel Buzzell, who 
cared for her in her last 
years, testified, in Cambridge 
Superior Court, when an effort 
was made to break her will, 
that she was taking 1500 opium 
tablets a month, at the time 
of her death. 

But the name of Dr. Srance B, 
Hiller will live on, even 
though her home is now an of- 
fice building. Her eccentrici- 
ties have long guaranteed 
that,
